THE PRESIDENT'S SALARY. 


In his veto of the bill reducing the 


salary of the President of the United 
States from $50,000 to $25,000 a y*»r 
after the present term, President 
Grant says that, in refusing his 
sanction to the bill, he oanoot be 
accused of personal interest, as it 
does not affect him in any way. 
He 


says the salary was fim fixed at 
§25,000 just after the Revolutionary 
War, when we had only 3,000,000 of 
population, and were poor. 
At that 


time members of Congress got $6 a 
day for services rendered, and served 
on an average, 120 days a year, 
making S720 yearly salary. 
Now 


they get more than §30 a day for 
each day of service rendered, allow- 
ing a five-months' session each year. 
The President intimates that, with 
this increase in the salary of Con- 
gressmen, the President's salary at 
§50,000 is not by any means out of 
proportion to what it was then. The 
veto sajs that the President knows, 
from hi? experience, that a salary of 
$25,000 is inadequate. 
When the 


fact is taken into consideration that 
a sufficient ram is appropriated an- 
nually for the contingent expenses 
of the White House, often aggre- 
gating over one hundred thousand 
dollars, fie psople generally believe 
that the «nm of twenty-five thousand 
per year is enough for pocket money 
for the Executive, and to allow him 
'a reasonable margin besides.

President ought to save and retire 
from office witli at least ?50,000, 
-which will support him for the re- 
mainder of his life.

•was not in accordance with the pop- 
ular wish, by any means.

Sec. 1. Thera shall be coined at 


the Mints of the United States n 
silver dollar of the weight of 412 8.10 
;rains on stand ml silver, the em- 
Dloms, devices and inscriptions of 
which shall conform to those pre- 
scribed by the iaw for gold and 
sijver coins of the United States, 
with such modifications thereof us 
may be necessary to render the new 
dollar distinguishable from the trade 
dollars, and in the coinage and de- 
livery thereof the same deviation 
from standard of weight and fineness 
shall be allowed as are prescribed 
by the law for the trade dollar, and 
suid dollar herein authorized nhall 
be a legal tender at its nominal value 
for any amount not exceeding §20 in 
any one payment, except for cus- 
toms, dniies and interest on public 
debt, and trade dollars shall not 
hereafter be used as a legal tender. 


Sec. 2. The 
Secretary of the 


Treasury is hereby authorizes for an 
equal amount of Unitec] States notes, 
which shall be rt-tired and cancelled, 
and not be again replaced by other 
notes; and all United States notes 
redeemed under this Ant shall be 
held to be' a part of tho Sinking 
Fnnd provided for by the existing 
law—interest to be computed thereon 
as in the case of bonds redeemed 
under the Acts relating to the Sink- 
ing Fund. 


Sec. 3. Any owner of silvc-r bul- 


lion may deposit the same at the 
Mints, and it shall be taken at its 
market value as ascertained and 
publicly announced from time to 
time by the Director of the Mint, 
with the approval of tho Secretary 
of the Treasury, to be paid for either 
in silver dollars or gold coin, or 
United States notes or bullion for 
coinage. 
Said silver dollars may be

Better Railroad Communication—The New Train 


—The Time Table—May 1st the Time for 
Starting. 


The JovBNAXi was ILe first to an- 


nounce that arrangements were in 
progress looking to better railroad 
facilities between Western Nevada 
and San Francisco. Lately other pa- 
pers have published the information 
that the want long felt is about to be 
supplied, but all of them have made 
some mistakes. The purpose of this 
article ia to correct those mistakes, 
and give the latest news about the 
new train: 


In the first place let it be under- 


stood that this new arrangement in 
no manner changes the time or runs 
n conjunction with the present orer- 
and express trains of the Central 
Pacific. They will continue to run 
»s heretofore. Those trains at pres- 
nt are heary and cumbersome, and 
during the Centennial, -will be much 
more so. While the object of the 
new train is to accommodate th 
>eople, it is also to reliflve the ovei 
and trains of some of their burden 


Now as to the time. The train 


will leave Virginia for San Francisco 
at 6:3U p. M. arriving in Reno at 9:25 
lore connecting with the Centra 
'acific which will leave Reno at 9:30 
bus allowing fifteen minutes fo; 
transfer, etc., there being a ilifl'er 
nee of ten'minutes between the C 
'. and V. & T. time. The train will
